[Part II —Sec. 3 (ii) ] 


1971, the following rule and the schedule shall be substituted, 
namely,— 

“2. Classification of goods : (1) For the purposes of Chap¬ 
ter III of the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Prac¬ 
tices Act, 1969 (54 of 1969), goods shall be classified 
in the manner specified in the Schedule to these rules, 

(2) For making the classification referred to In sub-rule (1),— 

(i) goods falling within a group shall be classified as 
goods of one description. 

(ii) whero any goods falling within a group, also fall 
within a sub-group, item or sub-item specified 
under that sub-group, goods falling within that 
sub-group, item or sub-item shall be classified as 
goods of one description. 

(iii) where goods falling within a sub-group, also fall 
within an item or sub-item specified under that 
sub-group, goods falling within that ilem or sub- 
item shall be classified as goods of one description. 

(iv) where goods falling within an item, also fall within 
a sub-item specified under that item goods falling 
within that sub-item shall be classified as goods 
of one description. 

(v) products mentioned against a number indicating 
a group or sub-grbup or item or sub-item shall 
together constitute that group or sub-group or 
item or sub-item. 

(vi) when a product has not been included in any of 
the major groups or sub-groups or items or sub- 
items in the Schedule, the question of dominance 
shall be decided with reference to the production 
figures for that product alone. 

(vii) clauses (i) to (vi) shall be read together.
